Application 
serial no. 09/287,607 issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,098,629 on August 8, 2000, and application 
serial no. 09/524,478 issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,338,345 on January 15, 2002. 

The properly-made priority claim was recognized by the USPTO as evidenced by its 
inclusion on the first filing receipt for the application, which was mailed on February 6, 2001 . 
Later filing receipts, including the most recent replacement filing receipt mailed July 3, 2002, 
omit the priority claim. The first page of the application as filed and the first filing receipt of the 
application are attached as Exhibits D and E, respectively, for your convenience.
